1. (Amended) A flat bed platesetter system [(1)] for imaging radiant energy onto a 
printing plate [(28)], the system comprising: 

(a) drive means [(60)] for moving the printing plate [(28)] in a direction of 
movement [(28)] over stationary supporting elements [(6)]; 

(b) at least one low inertia element [(66)] effectively connecting the printing plate 
[(28)] and the drive means [(60)]; and

extending across the direction of movement [(5)] of the printing plate [(28)] and 
being provided for emitting radiant energy onto the printing plate [(28)].
